A Letter From Mr. Bright. 

Tho following letter lins beon received 
iu Bristol by Mr. W, H. Godfrey, who, 
noting for a number of Liberal working- 
men. Lad written to the Riylit lion. John 
Bright, M. P., asking bia opinion whether 
it would bo patriotic on their part to en- 
gage in a demonstration on behalf of tho 
Christian population of Turkey: — 

Rochdale, Nov. 20. 

Dear Silt, — You need not fear being 
unpatriotic in objecting to war for Turkey 
or, against Russia on account of Turkey. 
1 advise you to protest against war iu 
connection with this Eastern Question, 
and in any iuterferonoo on tho part of 
England to urge that wo support tho 
propositions offered by Russia as tho best 
thatoan bo done foitlio Christian popula- 
tion of the Turkish Provinces in Europe. 
You should condemn this foolish and 
wicked jealousy of Russia, which springs 
from ignorance among our poople and is 
fostered by writers in tho press. It suits 
those who livo out of the £25,000,000 
spent annually, and for tho most part 
wasted on our monstrous armaments, to 
keep up this feeling, and tho influential 
among them are constantly acting upon 
tho proprietors' editors, and writers of tho 
London newspapers. Workiugmon every 
whore should resist this feeling and in 
iluence; it is thoir blood which is shed in 
war; tho destruction of capital and tho 
injury to industry and trade fall upon 
thorn with crushingforc But for tho wicked 
warn of past timos, which now wo nil 
must admit to havo been wicked, tho 
working classes of this country might 
havo beon aH surrounded by tho comforts 
of homo and blessed with education as 
aro the families of what is tevmod tho 
middle &lnss in our English Society. In 
overy city and town tho workingmen 
should denounce tho idea of this threat- 
ened wur, and thoy should condemn the 
tho Minister whoso loose iu..l reckless 
tonguo makes peace morn diffloult to 
seoure. I hope Bristol will not be be- 
hind other towns in an expression of 
opinion on this great question. I am, 
very truly yours, Jko.

THE ARTIFICIAL STONE. 

(T Our contemporary publishes a tolegram 
fromMessrH. Wright & Sanders, archi- 
tects, formerly of this plueo, now of Snn 
Franeisco, to. tho effect that tha firm aro 
entirely unacquainted with Leathers' ar- 
tificial stone, aiul that artificial stone aa a 
building investment is genonilly a poor 
article. Now, wo cannot discover that 
tho position of our contemporary is im- 
proved by tho publication of tho dispatch 
at this lato day. As wo showed on Wed- 
nesday, Mr. Leathers was endorsed as a 
"gentleman of respectability ami respon- 
sibility" and his stono recommended as a 
Bafe investment by our contemporary six 
weeks ago. The information that is given 
to the public in W. & S.'a dispatch was as 
much within his reach on tho 18th of 
November as it is cow. And yet we find 
our contemporary endorsing tho man and 
his patent in tho strongest terms that tho 
English language is capable of express- 
ing before tho patent-right was disposed 
of, and condemning both the man and his 
stone in equally Btrong terms after a sale 
had boon effected. The duty of our con- 
temporary was to havo sounded the alarm 
on the 18th of November, in place of ad- 
vising his readers to put implicit confi- 
dence in tho invention and tho inventor. 
As to the endorsing article not being an 
editorial, we advise our contemporary to 
rJfer to his own filos. Ho will there find 
it inserted among editorial matter without 
tho asterisk and other marks that distin- 
gu ish special notices from ordinary read- 
ing matter. As to the editor of ths Sttm- 
dard (as he says) not having read tho ar- 
ticle until the damaging extract from it 
appeared in Tin: Colonist ou Wednesday 
that is rather too tough a yarn to bo re- 
ceived without the addition of a very- 
largo grain of salt, unless we assume that 
he does not rend his own journal— for 
fenr, perhaps, of having his mind cor- 
rupted by its contents. How can he ex 
pect tho "public mind to devour what ho 
considers unfit as mental pabulum for his 
own sustenance? "Mr. Smith," asked 
tho Court blandly of a witness, "you say 
you have implicit, confidence in tho pri- 
soner as a restaurant-keeper; may I in- 
quire how long sinco you became inspir- 
ed with that confidence ?" "Ever since I 
saw him eat one of his own veal pies. Any 
man who will eat one of his own veal pies 
is entitled to my confidence." The jury- 
acquitted the prisoner without leaving 
their seats. How far an editor who de- 
clares, to extricate himself from an ugly 
position, that he docs not partake of liii 
own "veal-pie" articles is entitled to pub- 
lic confidence wo leuve the public to say. 
Our contemporary does not deny thnt its 
editor told Mr. Davies that if the stono 
company wanted to use his paper it would 
havo to pay for it. The evidence against 
him is too strong to admit of denial. 

However, Mr. Leathers has offered to 
submit the stone for test. If it bo a fraud 
the most speedy way of proving it to bo 
such is to form a committee and test it. 
One test, conducted by perfectly disinter- 
ested and practical men, -would have more 
influence in determining the value of tho 
article than all tho telegrams or news- 
paper articles that have appeared on the 
subject. Let us havo tho test by nil 
means! 

A LAME EXPLANATION. 

An attempt is made in a certain quar- 
ter to show that tho 800 and odd dollars 
of City money for which there aro no 
vouchers was expended by tho Mayor in 
tho payment of pesthousu nurses, from 
whom it would have been unsafe to ac- 
cept vouohers-at the time. But why were 
not vouchors obtained after tho nurses bad 
been discharged from quarantine? And if 
communication could not bo had witli 
them with safety why was not the money 
withheld until after their discharge? 
What use could men situated ns they were 
havo for money, since no one could touch 
what came through their hands without 
running a risk of infection ? Tho excuse 
is lame and impotent, and will not be ac- 
cepted by the public as valid. A friend 
nt our elbow asks how tho Mayor convey- 
ed the coin to tho alleged recipients? We 
know of no other way than through the 
muzzle of a shot-gun, discharged point- 
blank through the windows of tho post- 
Iioubo ! 

THE BREWER'S LICENSE. 

Ono of tho good results of tho Gov- 
•rnmont audit is that a very paltry pic-eo 
of business on tho part of the Corporation 
has been laid baro. It appears that a 
licenso was imposed on tho browers of 
this city, which, after having boon collect- 
ed for some time, was discoverod to bo 
unconstitutional. Councillor Gowon, be- 
ing behind tho scenes, demanded and ro- 
coived a refund of tho nccount paid by 
him as license, but tho remaining brew- 
ers continued in blissful ignoranco of tho 
refund until Mr. Bales' report appeared. 
On Wednesday night tho brewers who 
had paid and had not received a refund 
demanded restitution, and the Mayor

DELAYED JjjSPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

CONSTANTIN'OT LE, Dec. 30. — At tllO 

Thursday's sitting of tho conferouce, 
which lasted four hours, it was de- 
cided that tho armistice should bo pro- 
longed until the 1st of March 1877. , The 
Turkish delegates submitted objections to 
several proposals made by tho conference 
chiefly on tho subject of guarantees. A 
peaceable solution of the pending ques- 
tion is anticipated. 

Russia will not operate alone against 
tho Porto in caso negotiations fail. This 
is a further pacific indication, as in the 
present condition of Europe any offensive 
alliance against the porto is highly im- 
probable. 

London, Doe. 31. — A dispatch fromCon- 
stantinoplo, dated 28th, s.iys the Turkish 
representatives at to-day's sit:ing of the 
conference, accepted tho prolongation of 
tho armistice without opposition. The 
conference afterward discussed tile Porte's 
counter proposals for reforms applicable 
to all provinces without distinction. The 
plenipotentiary did not reject thoso pro- 
posals; this is believed to imply willing- 
ness ou tho part of ibo powers to uiudiiy 
their original proposals and a mutually 
ooncilitary spirit prevailed, the Ottoman 
delegation appearing disposed to make 
such concessions as are oompa ible with 
tho integrity and independence of Turkey. 
Consequently hopes are entertained that 
an understanding will bo reached by 
which all interests will bo considered. 
At a council of ministers held this even- 
ing, the sultan presided in person. The 
council was followed by a council of gen- 
anils under tho presidency. 

Minister Simon, iu receiving tho syndi- 
cate of stock brokers of Paris, said, re- 
lying upon tho wisdom of Europe, ho 
firmly trusted in a peaceful solution (if 
tho Eastern question. 

Tho sitting of Congress Saturday was 
short and formal, all the plenipotentia r 
ios were already agreed that Turkey 
should formulate her countor proposals. 
Turkey however asked a short doJay, aa 
her proposals were not yet ready. This 
was i" greed to. 

London, Dec. 20.— A correspondent of 
the Times at Vienna reports that at the 
Thursday sitting of the conference at 
Constantinople it was agreed that the 
armistice be prolonged until the first of 
March. 

A Vienna special says that tho Austro- 
Hungari&R cabinet council Thursday came 
to the determination that Austria's inter- 
est has not yot been touched. Austria 
might not bo obliged to move a single 
man even if Russia enters Bulgaria; but if 
the outbreak of war should lead to a re- 
newal of the Bosnian and Herzegovinian 
insurrection on a largo scab; such a state 
of anarchy close to the Austrian frontier 
might, in consequence of the small n ess of 
tho Turkish force, render it necessary for 
Austria to take matters into her own hands. 
It was doubtless to discuss tho possibi- 
lity of tho occupation of Bosnia that 
Thursday's council was summoned'. This 
is confirmed by the presence of tho com- 
mandants of Dalniaha and Croatia. 

Tho Daily News' special from Vienna 
reports that the council decided that the 
Russian occupation of Servia or Belgrade 
could bo considered a sufficient reason 
for mobilization. Such occupation, how- 
ever, is deemed improbable. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Rutland, Vt., Dec. 30.— The Montreal 
expiess train went through a bridge at 
South Pittsfield citation at midnight. The 
train and bridge aro badly wrecked. So 
far as beard from no lives are lost. 

There were 40 passengers on the train, 
yet nouo weto seriously hurt; while the 
three cars and ongino, comprising the 
train, were completely wrecked. 

New Yojik, Dec. 31. — Commodore Van- 
derbilt was so weak yesterday as to alarm 
his friends, but rallied considerably after 
taking nourishment. 

Cardinal McCloskey's health has grown 
steadily worso over since his accession to 
tho highest position in the- American 
Catholic Church. His illnoss, according 
lo his physician, is peculiar. 

Tho World's has another interview with 
Grant, iu which the latter expresses the 
opinion that another general election 
must be hold for his successor. 

Chicago, Jan. 1. — Moody this morning 
obtained subscriptions to the amount of 
810,000 from personal friends of the late 
P. P. Bliss, who with his wife perished 
in the Ashtabula railroad accident. This 
sum will be put out at interest for the 
benefit of tho two sous of thote honored 
citizens of Chicago. 

New Yoke, Dec. 30.— The World's spe- 
cial says: Mail advices from St. Louis 
received to-day bring news that tho Gov- 
ernment is removing arms,ammunitionand 
artillery now stored in Joflerson Barracks | 
at St. Louis. Nearly 50,000 stand of 
small arms havo been moved to the arsenal 
at Rock .island, 111. Over 800 pieces of 
artillery were packed in tho same place 
and havo been shipped by rail for New 
York to be mounted in the harbor. They 
are now in Cincinnati en route. The war 
department denied all knowledge of an 
intention to make these removals, or oven 
of their progress, but information from 
tho staff of the General of the army makes 
it certain that these shipments aro part of 
an organized plan to occupy the arsenals 
in Democratic cities. Information lias 
also been obtained that orders have been 
given to supply batteries now in Iowa 
with 80 rounds of amunition, or twice tho 
usual amount, nearly all tho extra rounds 
being Sharpnel, cannister and grape. 
With these signs of preparation for a pos. 
sible war, comos the Republican an- 
nouncement that the House of Represen- 
tatives will be broken up at the point of 
tho bayonet if it attempts to exorcise its 
constitutional right to olect a President 
in default of i. logal election by the elec- 
toral college.

Subjcquent inquiries show- 
that the wonlan saved from the bay, whose 
name is Autouia F. V. Opponig, had been 
living aa .servant, with the family of 
August Praeht, Burgoyno Place, off Pa 
ditto street, between Leavenworth and 
Hyde.was an acquaintance of Josophsou's, 
and that on account of some family com- 
plications she was ubout to niarrv him, 
but against her will as she averred she 
hated him, but could not help herself. 
Night before last she left Mr. Pracht's 
bous' with Josophson, saying she was 
forced to. Nothing more was seen of her 
till she was jeilled out of the bay at 1 
o'clock yesterday morning, scarcely dress- 
ed. Tho rest of her clothing was found 
in Josephaon's room, and several notes 
by her stating hor intention of killing him 
and herself.

Fisheries Compensation.

"One commissioner has been appointed 
by the President of the United States and 
one by Her Britannic Majesty, but the 
timo having expired wherein tho two 
were given tho privilege of conjointly 
naming tho third Commissioner, that 
privilege, acordicg to tlio provision of 
Article 23, would seem to devolve on the 
Austrian representative in London.

New Postal Arrangements. 

From Ottawa wc loam that on and from 
tho 1st January, 1877, an arrangement; 
eamo into effect, providing for tho trans- 
mission of post cards between Canada 
and tho United Kingdom, and for tho as- 
similation of tho charges on printed and 
book post matter, and trade patterns and 
samples of merchandise, passing between 
Canada and tho Unitod Kingdom, to the 
postal rates of tho General Postal Union, 
under tho following regulations : — 

Special post cariis to bo used for trans- 
mission to tho United Kingdom aro in 
courso of preparation, and will bo issued 
for sale to the public at two emits. Those 
cards will pass at that rate, subject to tho 
general conditions applicable to post 
cards sent within tno Dominion, and 
Wii-ther forwarded in tho mails for Eug- 
land via the United States or by Canada 
packet. On the transit newspapers ad- 
dressed to tho United Kingdom the rate 
will bo two cents per -1 oz., or fraction of 
■to/,., weight of a newspaper packet — to 
bo prepaid by postage stamps. Canada 
newspapers posted from thoollico of pub- 
lication to subscribers in tho United 
Kingdom, if to bo sent in the mails for- 
warded via New York or Boston, must, be 
prepaid by postage stamp at tho transiout 
paper rate of two cents per -I o/.., but if 
sent by Canada packet such papers muy 
pass, as now, on prepayment by the pub- 
lisher, at tho rate of posting of the ordin- 
ary domestic rata of ouo cent per pound. 
The term book packets, as applied to cor- 
respondence with tho United Kingdom, 
includes nil printed matter other than 
newspapers, and all matter permitted by 
tho Postal regulations to pass at Book 
Post rates. On all such matter sent to 
tho United Kingdom, the rato will be two 
cents per 2 oz, or fraction of 2 oy,. and 
must be prepaid by postage stamp. The 
charge on patterns and samples of mer- 
chandize will lie the same as on book 
packet— 2 cents per oz. or fraction of 2 
oz., to bo prepaid by postage stamp. The 
articles sent to or received from the 
United Kingdom by post as patterns or 
samples, must be buna jidc trade patterns 
or samples of merchandize. Goods seat 
for sale, or in execution of an order - 
however small tho quantity may be — or 
any articles sent by one private individual 
to another, which are not actually trade 
patterns or samples, aro not admissible 
It will bo observed that the rates to bo 
charged on post cards, newspaper-, othi r 
printod ami book post matter, and pat- 
terns and Bam pies sent to tho United 
Kingdom, will bo the same, whether sout 
in tho mails forwarded to England via the 
United Statos, or in those made up for the 
Canada packets, with tho single exception 
of Canada newspapers from tho otlice of 
publication to subscribers in tho United 
Kingdom, which, if forwarded in the 
mails sent via tho United States, must bo 
prepaid in like manner with other news- 
papers so sent; but when forwarded by 
Canada packet, such newspapers may 
con tin no to pass as if addressed to plaoes 
within the Dominion. From the 1st 
January, 1877, the rate of letter postage 
from Canada to Newfoundland will bo 5 
cents per J , oz.— prepayment by stamp 
compulsory.

A Railway Horror. 

On the evening of Decornber 29th; a 
Pacific express train on tho Lake Shore 
Railroad went through a bridge, a quar- 
ter of a mile east of Ashtabula Station, 
Ohio. Tho train included 11 cars and 
was drawn by two engines. A blinding 
snow storm was falling and driven be- 
fore tho gale, making it impossible to seo 
moro than a short distance. Of the 11 
oars six were coaches and contained din- 
ing-room earn, nil of which went down 
the plunge of 75 feet. As far ns can now 
bo learned, there wero 175 passengers on 
tho train, of whom about 100 wore lost. 
Of 100 whom tho conductor roports as 
having ucen oil board, but 59 can be ac- 
counted for. Tho disaster is dramatical- 
ly complete; no element of horror is want 
ing: first tho crash of tho bridgo, tho 
agonizing moment, of suspense, as sovon 
laden cars plunged down the fearful leap 
to the icy "river bed, then tho fire which 
eamo to devour all that had been loft 
alive by tho crash, then the water that 
gurgled up from under the broken ice 
and offered another form of death, finally 
the biting blast, filled with snow which 
froze and behumbad those who had 
escaped tho water and lire. Tho iron 
structure was a si.iglo span, 150 feet 
long, crossed by a double traok, 70 
feet above tho water. Tho train crept 
across tho bridgo, tho leading engine had 
reached the solid ground beyond, and its 
driver had just given it steam, when 
something in the under gearing of tlio 
bridge snapped; for an instant there was 
a crackling of bourns and girdors as tho 
whole train but the leading engine broke 
through the frame workand fell in a heap 
of crushed and splintered ruins at tho 
bottom. Notwithstanding the wind storm 
tlio crush was heard by people within 
doors half a mile away. Eur a moment 
there was silence; then arose the cries of 
the maimed and suffering. Those who 
remained unhurt hastened to escape from 
tho shattered ears. They crawled out of 
the windows into freezing water waist 
deep. Men, women and children, with 
limbs broken, bruised ■ and pinched be- 
tween timbers, and transfixed by jaggod 
splinters, begged with their last breath 
for aid that no human aid could give. A 
moment later tho (lames broke from the 
smoking and baggage cars, and tho first 
coach piled aocross the othor noar tho 
middle of tho stream. In less than ten 
minutes after the catastrophe every car 
in tho wreck was on lire and the flames, 
fed by tho dry varnished work, licked up 
tho ruins as though thoy had been tinder. 
Tho destruction was so swift that men 
who, in tho bowildcrinont of tho shock, 
sprang oil and reached solid ico, and then 
went back again after their wives and 
children, found them suffocating and 
roasting in the flames. There are no ro 
mains that can ever be identified. Three 
charred, shapeless lumps wero recovorod 
up to noon to-day, but thev aro beyond 
all hope of recognition. For tho rest, 
thero aro piles of white ashos, in which 
glisten crumbling particles of calcined 
bones; iu other places, masses of black 
charred debris, half under water, which 
may contain fragmonts of bodios, but 
nothing of human semblance. It is 
thought there may bo a few corpses undor 
tho ice, as these wero women and children 
who sprang into tho water and sank, but 
none are thus far recovered. In tho great 
peril of tho hour a man ran headlong 
down to tho scoiio of the disaster, ready 
to help. Ho saw a woman struggling for 
life and went to her assistance and carried 
her to solid ico. Then urged by the cries 
of the mother, ho went back to tho roscuo 
of tho daughter, three or four yoars of 
age. Tho wood in splintering had 
caught tho child in its grasp, and the fire 
had completed tho horrible work. Tho 
man was compelled to see tho child en- 
veloped in (lanes, and to hear her cry 
"Help mo mother!'' ringing out in tho 
agony of death, and on the ears of the 
cruel night. In a moinojt sho was lost, 
swept up by the sharp tongues of tho tiro, 
while her mother, in helpless agony, foil 
to the earth in a deadly swoon.

Furope for Europeans. 

Another chapter has been added to tho 
literature of tlio Eastern Question. A 
letter written by Mr. ThouniB Carlylo to 
Mr. Howard enunciates viowa which iseein 
to be very commonly hold in England, 
though thoy aro quito contrary to tradi- 
tional English policy. Tho writer shows 
no taint of Russophobia, as will bo seen 
from tho opening of this letter: 

"In tho iirst place, than, for fifty years 
back my clear belief about tho Russians 
has boon that thoy aro a good and even 
noblo element in Europe. Conspicuous- 
ly thoy possess tho talont of obadionco, 
silently following orders given, which in 
tho universal celebration of ballot-box, 
divino free loin, ic., will he found an in- 
valuable and peculiar gift. Ever'since 
Poter tho Groat's appearance among thorn 
thoy havo boon in steady progress of do- 
velopment. In our timo thoy havo done 
signal sorvico to God and man iu drilling 
into order and peace anarchic populations 
all ovor their side of tho world. Tee 
present Czar if Russia I judgo to bo a 
strictly honest and just man, and; in 
short, my belief is that tho Russians aro 
callod to do great things iu tho world, 
and to bo li, conspicuous benefit, directly 
and indirectly to their follow mon." 

Ho doss not boliovo that any English 
Minister would dare to undertake a war 
against Russia on behalf of tho Turk, so 
thorough is tho change of sentiment from 
what prevailed years ago. 

"Twenty years ago we had a mad war 
in defence of the Turk; a muss of tho 
most hideous and tragic stupidity, mis- 
management, and disaster, (in spito of 
bravest lighting) that England was ovor 
concerned in since I knew it; a hundred 
millions of money and above sixty thous- 
and valiant lives wero spout iu the en- 
terprise. By treaties of Paris, <fcc., ' tho 
Turk was preserved intact, binding him- 
self only to reform his system of Govern- 
ment, which certainly of all things in the 
world needed reform. And uow, after 
twenty years of waiting, the Turk is found 
to havo reformed nothing, nor attempted 
to reform anything, not to add that by 
bankrupt finance ho has b wallowed a dis- 
astrous tribute of many now millions 
from the widows aud orphans of England, 
as finis to all which bo lias wound up by 
tho horrors of Bulgaria and such savage, 
ios us aro without a parallel. With thoso 
weighty aggravations, tho Turkish ques- 
tion returns upon us anew uud demands a 
solution." 

If thoro is to bo any war, its object 
should not bo, to sustain the integrity of 
Turkoy but to rid Europe of tho prosenco 
of tho Turks, who are incapable of gov- 
erning others. 

"It sooms to mo that something vory 
different from war on his behalf is what 
the Turk now pressing needs from Eng- 
land and from all tho world namely, to 
bu peremptorily informed that wo can 
stand no moro of his attempts to govern 
in Europe, and that ho must qaam prlmum 
turn his face to the eastward, forever quit 
this side of tho Hellespont, and givo up 
bis arrogant ideas of governing anybody 
but himself. Such immediate and sum- 
mary expulsion of the Turks from Europo 
may appoar to many a too drastic remedy 
but to my mind it is tho only ono of any 
real validity under tho circumstances. 
Improved managomomt of these unhappy 
couutrios might bogin on the morrow 
aftur this long continuod ourso was with- 
drawn, and tho ground loft free for wise 
and honest effort. Tho peaceful Mongol 
inhabitant would, of course, bo left in 
poaco, and treated witli porfoct equity, 
and oven friendly consideration; hut tho 
governing Turk, with alibis Pashas and 
Bashi-Bazouks, should at once bo ordered 
to disappear from Europe and never to 
return. This result is in tho long run 
inevitable, and it were better to set about 
it now than to temporize and haggle in 
tho vain hopo of Joing it cheaper boiiio 
other time. 

About tho future of tho inhabitants of 
the Provinces now governed by Turkey 
and occupied by Christians, Mr. Carlyle 
has no misgivings. He gives tho outline 
of tho plan by which peace may bo pre 
served among tho Powers and tho work of 
partition be carried on without dispute or 
jealousy. 

"As to tho temporary or preparatory 
government of the recovered provinoos, 
of their unspeakable Turk governmont 
for twenty, or, say, any other term of 
yoars, our own experience in ludia may 
prove that it is possible, and in a few 
skilful and faithful hands is even easy. 
Nor in tho tomper of tho Czar aud of tho 
Austrian Emperor need the fair partition 
of these recovered territories bo a cause 
of quarrel. Austria must expect to be- 
come more and moro a Slavic and Hun- 
garian empire, her 9,000,000 of Germans 
moro and moro gravitating toward their 
countrymen of the great German Empire. 
The Czar, whoso serious tusk it is to pro- 
tect tho Christian subjects iu Turkey 
proper, will justly. have a claim to terri- 
torial footing in tho recovered country. 
To England thero is ono vital intorost, 
and only one — that of nocuring its road 
to India, which doponds on Egypt and 
tho Suez Canal. The thing to bo desired 
in concord among tho three great powers, 
and if, as wo do hopo, thore is a mutual 
trust grounded on honesty of intention on 
tho part of each, nono claiming more than 
in the nature of things belongs to him, 
wo may confidently expect that the diffi- 
culties of tho business cannot prove in- 
superable. It seems to mo the advice of 
Princo Bismark, a magnanimous, noble 
and deep-seeing man, who has no national 
aims or interest in tho matter, might hi) 
vory valuablo; nay, woro ho appointed 
arbitor whoro difficult dissidences arose, 
what but benefit would bo likely to ro- 
sult? But on this portion of the subject 
I am not called to write. Tho only oloar 
advico I havo to givo is, ns I havo stated, 
that tho unspeakidilo Turk should bo im- 
niodiatoly struck out of the question, and 
tho country left to honest European 
guidance, delaying which can bo profit- 
able or agrouablo only to gamblers on the 
Stock Exchange, but distressing and un- 
profitable to all other mon."
